fi. I would alfo strive to secure a new Postofllce for 
the tliriving city of Nannlnio, and failing in that, some 
improvement at least upon the shameful neglect of its 
present postal facilities. 

Other local and prnvinrial wants \vhieh mav call for 
Icgislativo redress shall re. eive, if 1 niii elected, my 
serious attention and \\:irinost sii]iiiort.

has begun to treat tlie Chinese Tax 
Bill a.s already dead — disallowed at Ot- 
tawa. This is about what JNIr. Walkich 
said when Jie introduced the Bill into 
the House : "I do not think it will be 

. allowed at Ottawa." "We added that it 
was dr^i^vn in the interest of largo 
emploj-ers of Chinese labor and was e.^c- 
pressly got up for the .slaughter-house 
at Ottawa. Wiiat said Mr. Bull, who 
spoke well and sensibly at the Work- 
ingmeu's meeting tlie other evening 1 

."While admitting the evil of Chinese 

■ labor and calling on the laboring classes 
to organize to prevent its obtaining too 
strongahold on the conmmnity, be said : 
"I do not boliovo the Bill will be allowed 
at Ottawa." WlmtdidMr. Calbraith .say ( 
"Having been elected by a large mn- 
joriiy [one] of the white Avorkingnieu of 
Kootenay [he got IT votes altogether] 
I am bound to see tliat the interests of 
the workingmon are protected ; but — 
[there's always a "but" about every- 
thing this Government undertakes] — 
but this Bill may not bo allowed at Ot- 
tawa," etc., eta You see that the doubt 
which exists in. the minds of the Gov- 
ernment respecting tlie Bill will crop 
out in spite of theiusi'h'es. But if 
stronger evidence of the treachery of 
the Jlinistry were wantiug it is 
found in the fact that at the very last 
moment of the se.ssion the Bill which 
had passed its third reading a few days 
before was brought down by tlio Gov- 
ernment for tlie iu.sertion of a clause 
providing that it sliall not come into 
ojieratiou for one nioiith from the date 
of its approval by the Lieut.-Governor. 
Why this delay ? To allow the measure 
twelve days in which to reach Ottaw a, 
six days for consideration and disallow- 
ance by the Ministry there, anil twelve 
days to get back to Victoria. We have 
asked "who killed cock robin ( ' It is 
impos.sible to take from anything that 
wluch it never possessed. The Chinese 
Tax Bill was never alive, consequently 
it could not be killed. The one great 
element of sincerity was not breatluid 
into it. If the Government were in 
earnest in having a resolution passed to 
prohibit the employment of Chinese on 
public works, would they have followed 
it up with the Chinese Tax Bill, which 
provides that all Cliineso delinquent ui 
the payment of the tax shall loork it 
out on Ike roach at fifty cents a day ! In 
looking over tlie report of IMr. W.vl- 
KEii's S])eech nt the \yorkingnien's 
meeting we are amused to find that gen- 
tleman saying, "So long as I am at the 
head of the aflairs of tiiis Government 
there shall not be a dollar of public mon- 
ey paid to a Chinaman." Mr. ^VALIvK.^r 
was at the head of this Government 
from 1873 to 1876, and spent some- 
thing like one million and a quarter of 
dollars on public works — " scattered it 
broadcast," as Brother Duck remarked; 
and scarcely any laborer who was not 
a Chinaman, and a pagan to boot, was 
then able to get a day's work on the 
roads. The country swarmed with 
Celestials, who elbowed needy white 
men out of the country and reduced 
several worthy families who had come 
to settle to want. And when Tha 
Colonist protested against the employ- 

^ ment of Chinese, the Staiuhird was in- 
structed to insult wliitf! workingmen 
and declare that the Chinese were 
morally and intellectually the superiors 
of white men. It was • not until the 
Elliott Government came into office 
that any effort was made to throw, 
public work into white hand.s. The 
Premier discourses glibly on with- 
holding public monies from China- 
men, when every one knows that 
while iai oflico lie spent all the 
jublic money he could beg, borrow or 

appropriate to encourage Chinese 

labor. ISlow, when the public money 
is all gone is scarcel}' the time for 
pledges of amendment. Wo are dis- 
posed to doubt the efficacy of a death- 

■ bed repentance The time for Mr. 
Walkem to have conserved the inter- 
ests of white workingmen was v/hcu 
there was money in the Treasury to 
spend ■ on public improvements; not 
when the Finance i\Iinister, like (31d 
Mother Hubbard lias gone to the cup- 
board and found it bare — the outgoing 
Government having been forced to 
spend large sums in liquidation of debts 
contracted by their predecessors. •

The only drawback t(> tlie appoint- 
ment of the Marquis of Lorno as Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada, as the World 
has already pointed out, is the possibil- 
ity that the establishment of a semi- 
royal court at Ottawa may breed a 
display of flunkeyisin which, beginning 
by being ridieubni.s, may end by being 
serious. There is aii entire absence of 
the nobility wliieh would naturally form 
the court, and the only iierniaiient so- 
ciety at the capital is formed of the 
members of the Civil Service, against 
whom the charge lias frequently been 
brought of ])overty, pride and preten- 
tiousness. Qeerly enough, people who 
are, as tlie Canadian plirase is, "in the 
tiovernnient,'' families of the deputy 
Jiead.s, chief clerk.s, etc., assume a superi- 
ority over the mere Senators and 
membei's of the Conunoms. Iii many 
instances the department clerk is of 
"good family;" as u rule the Legi.slator 
is the country hiwyer, physician, mer- 
chant or farmer; equally as a rule the 
Legislator does not go to Ottawa ac- 
companied by his family. Tiio city is 
small and new, and has, it may be said, 
no resident aristocracy of wealth and 
long establishment such ns in the natural 
order of tilings has grown up at IMon- 
treal, tjuebec and Toronto. The French- 
Canadian seigneurs, among whom will 
bo found representatives of many of 
the oldest families of France, who do 
not yiftlil ill gentle and courtly attri- 
butes to any of their ancestors, dwell 
in soini-feudal style iir their country 
houses. In line, outside of the (.'ivil 
Service and the resilient members of 
the Cabinet, Ottawa has practically no 
society, and, naturally, in so now a 
country .some clever men of very humble 
origin are high in office and iiilluence. 
The Premier, ^Nfr. Mackenzie, was, we 
believe, a stone-mason, and there are 
.such tilings to be seen at Ottawa as a 
Senator who was not many years ago 
an axeman in a liimbtjriiig shanty at 
$12 a month, or an M. F. from British 
Columbia who runs foot races for small 
sums with butchers and other woilhy 
constituents. Tliere is nolhing in nil 
this to be ashamed of or to bo surprised 
at, but it must b(! adiiiitteil that there 
are here very unpromising elements for 
the establish ment of a somi-royal court. 
Wlien the wife of the 'department 
clerk whose father wan the fourtiusonof 
the younger son of an carl hns to give 
the pas to the wife of the M. V. 
who gut liiui the clerkship, the wife in 
question having plied the menial broom 
in early life, there will bo a situation 
created the possible consequences of 
whicli readers can imagine. Then there 
is the virtuous, straight-laced clement 
whicii has already ijegiiii to comjilain 
that Lord Duflcriii's ojien-hnnded hos- 
pitality has been as a cunning device 
of the Evil One, leading yoxrag men to 
run into debt at their tailors' and mai- 
dens to dress beyond their parents' sta- 
tion. Further, there is the fierce Dem- 
oci-acy, already op]iosed to " Britisli 
connection " and " princelings " and 
things, and, as if there were not enough 
complications already in existence, here 
comes an American dancing-master — 
an American ! — "who was at Bideau 
Hall for a couple of weeks last winter 
teaching their Excellencies the Ameri- 
can waltzes,'' and issues the following 
proclamation : 

" I have the honor to inform you 
that I will return from London, Eng- 
land, on or about the 1st September, 
when I shall respectfully make ap}>li- 
cation to you for permission to get up 
a class in 'court presentation, also the 
etiquette of recejitions at Pddeau Hall, 
Ottawa, and at the Government houses 
in the dillerent Pi'ovinces in the Do- 
minion. Should his Royal Highness 
Prince Arthur be the next Governor- 
General of Canada it mil entail a court, 
and such-a course of lessons will he 
higlily necessary. I go to England 
with th(! oj/irinl permission of the ^lar- 
quis of Hertford, Lord Chamberlain to 
Her Majesty, who writes and says 'he 
will be very happy to give ine all the 
details of court ceremonies,' and ' there 
are no' printed rules on the subject ;' so 
by being taught personally by his Lord- 
ship I will be jireparod to teach it iu 
exact accordance with the distinguish- 
ed iiuthority.

sential phase of parlor education. I 
can complete the course in five practi- 
cal lectures or lessons. 

"Getting in and out of a carriage will 
be taught practically. 

"I have over two hundred and lifty 
disputed points in eti(piel-te, which I 
shall submit to 11 is Lordship, and, hi' 
being the highest authority in the world 
on such subjects, his answers will bi; 
conclusive. I will bring hac^ with me.

illustrations. 

"Iho]je it will be borne in mind that 
I will be the only person on this side of 
the ocean capable of teaching court 
presentation. I .)vill alsd receive appli 
cations from ladie^ t^ teacli the' above 
in small classes at their residences.

Frofossor Phillips' Trip to Albomi. 

Professor J. S. Phillips, tlio well known 
motallurgist, who w.as in tliis Province a 
few weeks since, ha.s written ;i letter to tlic 
San Francisco MinitKj u}id .'^t-iftitijic i'n'.ss 
doscribingliistriptoAlbtjrui. Having himl- 
od near the Qualicmn river, abmit 45 miles 
north of Nunaiino, Professor Pliillipa says: 
I strayed along the pebbled shore to see 
wliat kind of rock.s had boon washed by 
tho river from the interior, and wa.s some- 
what disappointed to find tliein of igne- 
ous origin. Wo started at almut iu'clocl; 
for crossing tlio island to what is called 
the Alberiii canal, or luoro projicrly, tho 
navigable head of tlie Barclay Bound, an 
extroinly beautiful and well wooded valley, 
which fonus that deep-water inlet from 
the western, or out.sido coast, of Van- 
couver's Island. After passing about half 
over tho island wc camped by a splendid 
sheet of water, about six miles long by 
half a mile wide, and wliich, excepting at 
the Qualicum river outlet, is surrounded 
by steep mountains. The pebbled shores 
of tlie lake also exposed various igneous 
rocks. At G p. m. next day wo reached 
th» Alberni canal and sumo kind-liearted, 
hospitable farmers, located upon a hori- 
zontal region, about ilvo miles in diameter. 
This flat diiitrict will probably yield coal, 
as tho proper indications are in some 
places exposed by the washings in tho 
gulches. The mountain passed over and 
those surrounding this coal measure are, 
however, too igneous for coal or vein 
formations. Notwithstanding this, I wa.s 
informed that no loss than twelve parties 
liavo left Victoria at diil'erent times for 
the prospection of tliia mountain for cinna- 
bar, but I saw nothing there or en route 
liaving tho least similarity to that mineral. 
There was, liowovcr, a great deal of very 
hard Md jasper in places, but always in 
tho wrong country rock, and therefore 
could not be regarded as being indicative 
of the mineral of mercury. Our noxt day's 
journey was by an unstable canoe over 
tlio deep waters of tho Barclay sound, 
about half waiy out toward tho ocean, to 
the niouth of the Ashlot river, a rapidly 
falling and powerful, but unnavigalde 
stream. " 

Tho Professor then goes on to describe 
tho difliculties attending travel on foot up 
tho valley of the Ashlot and says that 
"after three days' journey and tho .sixth 
and last of our journey to tlio source of the 
river we reached our destination, wliich 1 
named Boar Basin. It may be also stated 
that a prospector cannot judge of either 
distant or close lying rocks by appearance, 
OS they are almost invariably covered with 
moas or a very thin encrustation of veget- 
able growth, so that the hammer must be 
used continually for breaking, to expose 
the interior and true character of tho 
stone. Boar Basin and tlic Aslilet river 
may be said to resemble a large sjjoon 
with a long crooked handle, running wes- 
terly, tho margin of \vliie]i, particularly 
at the upper end or basin, is composed of 
steep mountains, 4,000 or 6,000 feet high, 
which receive the snows of winter as re- 
servoirs, that dissolving in smnmcr, form 
several waterfalls, which sink beneath tho 
gravel debris of tlio basin, to reappear in 
forming the source of tho river. Tlio 
rock, formations of tho margin of tliis 
river and basin do not materially difter 
from those described before, only in 
showing occasional patches of trachyte, 
with tho more general bed of trap. In 
roferenco to the so-called quartz veins I 
went to examine, which were said to lio 
in granite and slate, you may readily ima- 
gine them worthless in tho igneous rocks 
described; they were really just as many 
inches wide as feet stated, and running 
very irregularly but a few foet in lengtli, 
and if they wero found good itwoulilhavo 
required at least §30,000 to make a road 
for delivering a suitable mill for working 
the mines. Passing tho matter of vein 
mining, I found more suluhiirot of iron 
disseminated through the bedrock, than I 
have over seen elsewliore; and an im- 
mense deposit of gravel in this basin and 
the upper and adjoining ])arts of (lie river 
which had been concentrated and deposit- 
ed at remote periods of time, by tlio heavy 
washings of gradually .receding ocean 
waters which then played upon tho decli 
vitics of, these mountains, and wo located 
for the company 40 acres of the basin and 
2,500 foot down river for hydraulic and 
ground sluice mining, by Hie unusuall}) 
convcnioiit and abundant falls of hea( 
waters and the river's outlet for dischar_ 
of tailings. I havo rarely seeu. a moijt 
interesting gravel deposit, and as the ap- 
proaching section of the ancient bot'oriu

His Honor said tho evidence appeared 
to him to bo such as to cast'suspicion on 
tho prisoner, who had failed to account 
for his possession of the money which al- 
most precisely corresponded with that lost 
by Mrs. Dale on board tlio steamer. He 
would thoroforo commit tho prisoner 
for trial, fixing his bail at two sureties of 
.?250 each, and a personal surety of §500. 

Threo D. and D. Indians wero dealt 
with in a summary manner. 

A boy aged 10 years, giving tho name 
of Israel Peart, and who had been in 
prison for several days past for safe keep- 
ing, was then brought up. Tlie lad was 
vary scantily dressed and without shoos 
or stockings on his feet. 

His Honor — Mr. Superintendent, havo 
you followed my instructions in this case? 

Superintendent Bowdeii — I havo, your 
Honor. Dr. Helmckeu is of opinion that 
the boy is unfit to be at largo. 

His Honor then stated that ho had ex- 
amined into the^ practice followed in Eng- 
land in similar cases, which was to send 
sucli boys to prison and give them a cer- 
tain niimbor of laslios ; but in tho c.iso of 
Peart lie did not thing such a course v. ould 
result in any good. Tho cruelty the lad 
had been guilty was sometliing His Honor 
liad never heard of before. He had been 
in the habit ot amusing himself by cutting 
the feet off chickens and picking their 
eyes out with a pin ; cutting ducks' feet off 
and making them walk on tho raw stumps 
of their legs ; tlireatcning to cut liis sister's 
hands off and standing over her v.ith a 
knife almost touching her throat and tell- 
ing her ho would murder her ; he had set 
.fire to private property, and in fact had 
always been in dangerous mischief. His 
Honor regretted that there was no re- 
forniatoi-y in tho Province to send tho boy 
to ; but as lie could not let him bo at largo 
ho would send liiin to tlio city prison for a 
month with hard labor witliiii its walls, 
and if he refused to do what the authori- 
ties told hini the gaoler would see that he 
was fed on nothing but bread and water. 
In tlie course of the noxt few d.ays he 
would be examined by another doctor and 
if that gentloinan agreed with Dr. Hol- 
mc]«in that ho w.ia unfit to bo at large he 
would be transferred to the inaunc asylum 
for treatment there. 

The Court then adjourned.

Nelson's absence in Cariboo it appears 
Neilson had some slight misunderstand- 
ing with a person connected with tho 
firm, and that in coiisoquenco tliereof he 
voluntarily relinquished his position. On 
the return, liowevcr, of Mr. U. Nelson to 
Yalo Mr. Neilson again accepted charge 
of the store, and had been employed only 
a few days under his second engagement 
wlieii ho committed suicide. In the 
room where ho died ho left a long letter 
to Mr. Goodenough, telegraph operator 
at Yalo, tlio contents of wliicli will bo 
made public at tho inquest and will prob- 
ably explain the circumstances tliat in- 
duced the young man to kill himself.

Eleven Sundxod Zogrs Struok hy 

Pottsville, Pa, August 18 — During 
the storm on Saturday afternoon tho 
powder magazine of Weldy & Co., on 
the outskirts of this place, was struck 
by lightning. There were eleven hun- 
dred keg.s of 'powder in tho building, 
and a terrible explosion ensued, com- 
pletely deiiudi.'shing the magazine, and 
scattering debris witli terrific force 
in an easterly direction, making a gap 
in the woods fifty feet wide. A pic- 
nicking party was assembled in the 
wood.s a .short distance below tlie maga- 
zine, two of wliom were killed, five in- 
jured so a.s to render amputation ne 
cessary, and a number of others more 
or less injured by flying Btoncs, timbers, 
ttc. JMany cattle badly injured. Had 
to be afterwards killed. The explosion 
was heard eleven miles, and caused 
great excitoinent in tho city. Tlic large 
|)lato gla.sa window.s of tho Pottsville 
Bank and tho Mountain City Bank were 
broken, as also were many windows in 
tlie Court House. Ceilings in a nuin- 
lier of residences were thrown down. 
The liou.se of Jas. Galbraith at Mount 
Hope is a complete wreck. Total loss 
is estimated at $45,000.

The ('fleets of tlic explosion of 1,200 
keg.s of powder on .Saturday were felt 
all over tiic city. Peojilo were tlirown 
out of their chairs in distant parts ijf 
the city. Twenty-fivo houses were 
crushed to pieces and hurled miles away. 
The scene at the picnic was frightful, 
it being in tho path ot the explosion, 
liugc mnsses of stones and fragments 
of trees being hurled among the pic- 
nickers.

DREADFUL STEAMBOAT ACCIDENT

Slz Bundred and Sifty Lives Lost I 



London, Sept. 3. — The excursion 
steamer Princess Alice, returning from 
Gravesond thi.s evening with about 800 
passengers, was run down ofl' Barking 
about 8 o'clock by a screw steamer. It 
is reported that between 400 and 500 
persons were drowned. Tho Princess 
Alice was struck amidships and sank 
almost immediately. Tho number of 
persons drowned is variou.'ily estimated 
at from 500 to 550. The higher esti- 
mate is the latest and given by the 
London Steamboat Company, owners 
of the Princess Alice. The Company's 
wharf is besieged by crowds of people 
anxious to hear of relatives and friends 
who were passengers on the ill-fated 
boat. 

LoNDON,Sept 4. — Later — The steam- 
er which sunk the . Princess Alice is 
supposed to be tho Biwell Castle, a 
screw collier bound north in ballast. 
The steward of the Princess Alice 
states that after the collision tho other 
steamer proceeded without attein])ting 
to render aid. He estimated that 700 
[lersona were on board tho Princess 
Alice. She sank bow first in five min- 
utes after she was struck. Some small 
boats and another excursion steamer 
rendered what assistance was possible. 
The drowned include an extraordinary 
pro[)ortion of woinou and children. 
They doKcribe the water as being cover- 
ed with hundreds of shrieking people. 
Tlic captain and nearly all the CI^BW of 
the Princess Alice were drowned. They 
had no time to lower the boats and 
there wero only a few life-buoys on tho 
steamer. All tho police of Woolwich 
town and arsenal vrere engaged last 
night labelling corpses, cliiefly women 
and children, which completely lill the 
guard room at the steamshi]) company's 
office at %yoolwich. Passengers who 
scrambled on board the Biwell Castle 
say .she threw ropes to tho jicoiile strug- 
gling in the water. The number lost 
is still uncertain. A comparison of the 
various accounts seem to show about 560 
lost. The Princess Alice wasapaddle- 
wlieel steunier with rai.scd saloen. Her 
gi-oss tonnage was 251 tons. That of 
the Biwell Castle l.'STG tons. 

The steamer Princess Alice wliich 
was run intoand sunk with sucii fright- 
ful results last evening by the collier 
Biwell Castle, was one of the largest sa- 
loon steamers of the London Steamboat 
Company. Tho Princess Alice left 
Gravesend for London soon after 6 
o'clock this morning and arrived witliin 
siglit of tho Royal arsenal at Woolwich 
at about S. The Biwell Castlo was 
approaching on the opposite course. 
Tho two steamers were near tho middle 
of the stream just off the City of Lon- 
don gas works at Beckton, almost the 
precise spot of the fatal collision be- 
tween the "Metis and Wentworth ten 
years ago. What happened it is im- 
possible accurately to detail. All that 
is known amid the maddening excite- 
ment is that the screw steamer struck 
tho Princess Alice on the port side 
near the foro sponsor. A scene which 
has had no parallel on the river ensued, 
Very few persons clambered on the 
other . vessel ; but nearly all rushed to 
the afterparfc of tho Princess Alice as 
the bow subsided gradually under wa- 
ter. Th« ibrivka wer« fearful a«d no* 



thing could be done to save life. There 
were a dozen or more life-buoys on 
board and some boats wore swinging in 
the davits ; but even if they could have 
been got at they would have been of 
very Uttle service ..under the circum- 
stances. Within?^five minutes the 
Princess Alice keeled' completely over 
and went down in deep water. Some 
small boats hastened to the scene, and 
the Duke of Teck, another steamer be- 
longing to the same company, which 
was also on tho passage up-river with a 
party of excursionists, went to the res- 
cue ; but tho river for a hundred yards 
was filled withdrowningpersonsscream- 
ing in anguish and praying for help, 
and as it was growing dark then not 
much could be done. It is believed 
that not more than 150 persons escap- 
ed out of 800 aboard tho vcssoh The 
Princess Alice was built for excursions 
down tho Thames, of which the middle 
and poorer classes of London are very 
fond. 

LoNDON> Sept 4. — ^In the case of the 

Princess Alice disaster it is believed 
that both vessels were rounding a .sharp 
bend in the river caused by the projec- 
tion of a point of land whereon tho 
powder magazine of Woolwich arsenal 
is situated. In order to run this point 
the Princess Alice had crossed over to 
the rigiit bank of tho river and was 
thus out of her proper course. Her 
liglits were probably obscured by the 
shadow of the powder magazine and 
being much smaller and lower than tho 
Biwell Castle tho latter was upon her 
before danger was perceived.

Extraordinary Oruolty of a Mother 
-whovas Jealous of horSaugrhtor'a 
Beauty. 



Tlio Copenhagen correspondent of an 
English journal is responsible for tho 
following story: 

A painful piece of scandal in high life 
is just now tho talk of everybody here, 
and as the matter is being publicly dis- 
cussed in the Press there is no reason 
not to mention the names of the persons 
implicated. Rumors liad already long 
being circulated that the two daughters, 
young ladies of sixteen and seventeen 
years, of M. de Tobiesen, one of the 
King's chamberlains and Minister of 
the Interior in a late Cabinet, were 
being very hai'shly treated by their 
mother, their father not having suffi- 
cient strength of mind or character to 
prevent this cruelty, but this rumor 
was generally believed to be at least 
greatly exaggerated, and M. de Tobie- 
sen was even a special favourite at 
Court. About a fortnight .^go, tho 
eldest daughter was ong morning found 
starving in a dog kennel, belonging to 
a neighbor, and on being questioned by 
a young lady belonging to one of the 
highest families in the country, she de- 
clared that she had run away from her 
home to avoid tho repeated cruel ill- 
treatment indicted on her by her 
mother on tho slighcst pretense, and it 
was later discovered that her body was 
one mass of bruises, and discolored by 
the whipping inflicted on her. She de- 
clared that she was gagged and tied, 
and then nearly every day she was un- 
dressed and severely beaten, not to 
mention other acts of cruelty, which 
aro of such a refined ilfiture that they 
remind one of the horrors of the In- 
quisition^ — a steel pin being, for instance 
placed in such a manner in the neck of 
her dress that she had to hold Iier head 
in one position all day long if she would 
not run the pin into her chin. I need 
hardly describe tho indignation produc- 
ed in the neighborliood against' this 
unnatural mother and weak hubsand, 
and of course the affair soon .became 
public and reached the ears of the royal 
family. jNI. do Tobiesen then requested 
an audience with the Queen, presum- 
ably to try to explain the matter away, 
but not only was the audience refused 
to him, but I understand that with that 
exquisite tact and true kindness of 
heart which distinguishes all her Ma- 
jesty's acts the Queen lierself, being a 
most afl'ectionate mother, it was intim- 
ated to M. de Tobiesen that his two 
daughters from that moment stood un- 
der the special protection of Her Ma- 
jesty, who would order the necessary 
prci)arations to bo made for sending 
the two young ladies to a boarding 
school in Paris. It is not impossible 
that to. appease the cry of equal justice 
to rich and poor, high and low, which 
is raised by tnc population and called 
for by tho press, Mine, do Tobiesen 
may have to appear in tho dock of the 
Criminal Court. The only motive for 
this unnatural cruelty appears that the 
mother, vv'lio at one time was a cele- 
brated beauty, was jealous of her own 
children. I must .say, for the honor of 
country, that this case is fortunately a 
unique example. 



OLSEIOAL OLOTSES. 



Trouble Ooeuloaed Taj a Ourate's 
Trousers;- 



An amusing scandal has arisen in a 
certain parish in the Diocese of Wor- 
cester. A young clergyman, curate of 
the p.irish, has incurred displeasure 
by daring to wear a dress which did 
not exactly accord with the worthy 
vicar's taste in these matters. No 
small stir hasbeen caused in coiisqeuciice 
of tho curate officiating in a pair of 
"unmentionables" not of the regulation 
black, but being of some ordinary mun- 
dane color and pattern, such as aro 
usually worn by a laymai) while riding 
or walking. The cleric who is charged- 
with wearing the ordinary dress of an 
English gontems.n, is quitting the parish, 
(where he has secured tho esteem and 
respect of the parishoners,) "in conse- 
quence of the vicar taking objection to 
tho color of a pair of fihousers which ho 
wore while officiating on several occa- 
sions." 

If the curate had donned a ca.ssock 
which had trailed upon tho encaustic 
tiles, a surplice reaching only to the 
knee, and with colored stole and biretta 
had ventured to perform liis clerical 
functions, it is doubtful whether ho 
would hare provoked in a greater de- 
gree the ire of tho oflended vicar. But 
his only ofl'enso appears to be that of 
wearing a pair of "unmentionables" not 
of a sablo iiuo. 

What would the vicar think of a 
clergyman who, not so long ago, used 
to appear at divine service in toj) boots, 
and possibly wearing under his surplice 
"the pink" in which he had been follow- 
ing the hounds? That — no unfrequent 
occurrence in days gone by — might have 
been viewed as an oflensG against the 
laws ecclesiastical, as well as indicating 
an unfitness for the sacred office; but 
merely appearing hi church in nether 
garments of a lighter hue than the coat 
would surely only be viewed as an un- 
pardonable offisnso by a mind given to 
dwelling upon more trivialities, and 
sedulously desirous of getting rid of a 
clerical junior who was ,so rash as not 
to submit Jiis clerical attire to tlie judg- 
ment of the vicar. 

Bcport does say tliat the condemned 
trou»ers- — or a portion thereof — have 
been solemnly submitted to the Bishop 
of the diocese, but wo have not heard 
tlie Episcopal judgment pronounced. 
We sincerely hope the Bishop's license 
will not be withdrawn for so trifling an 
ofrense(l); but we shall certainly look 
now for a duly prescribed code of cleri- 
cal attire, approved by Convocation ; 
also, for a list of tailors specially ap- 
pointed to manufacture clerical suits, 
who shall incur heavy penalties for 
making and selling to young unberiefie- 
od clergymen other than the solemn, 
sober-suited attire usually worn at fun- 
erals. Wo cannot conclude these ob- 
servations without expressing our ad- 
miration of the good sense of the par- 
ishioners, who, after the manner of 
Englishmen — and wc doubt not, in 
this case of Englishwomen also — are 
about to show theu* appreciation of the 
young clergyman's services during his 
residence among them by presenting 
him with a testimonial. What form 
the presentation will take we have yet 
to learn, but we trust it will be in some 
sense a solace for his recent experience 
of vicarial tyranny, and that in his new 
parish he may meet with a vicar of 
larger and more liberal views, and that 
his future clerical career may be a pros- 
perous and happy oipc, culminating in 
a deanery, or at least a respectable 
canonry. — London Figaro, Aug 10th.
